COLUMBIA STELLAR QUARTETTE. 


The admirers of the four-part singing of the Columbia Stellar Quartette are so many 

that a short personal introduction to the individual members of this unexcelled ensemble 
_will be of real interest. This quartette sings together only for the Columbia Company, and 
each new record is a veritable sensation. 

Charles Harrison, first tenor, whose clear voice so often heard brilliantly carrying the air, 
is a New Jersey man. He commenced voice culture at the age of seventeen under Leo Kofler 
and has been tenor at the New York Fifth Avenue Brick Presbyterian Church until the present 
season, when he entered the concert field. He has been forced to give up a business for 
a professional career at the call of public admirers of his musical ability. 

Reed Miller, second tenor, is a native of the South. Miller came to New York with nothing 
in his pocket but ability. With a voice no less than a gift, he has achieved fame as one of 
the greatest Oratorio soloists the country has ever known. From coast to coast Mr. Miller 
has been called to sing in chorus productions. 

Andrea Sarto, baritone, is above all a “‘singer.”” From a boy he sang for himself and 
friends. In 1910 he left his church position to ster up on the concert and operatic stage. 
Conried, of operatic fame, selected Sarto for baritone work at the Metropolitan, and from 
that time he has grown in popular esteem throughout the country as a concert singer of rare 
excellence and sterling character. 

Frank Croxton, bass, was born in Kentucky and was educated at the Kentucky University. 
At the youthful age of six his remarkable voice was developing under the tutorship of his 
father. At twenty-one he came to New York and built up a reputation which has taken him 
as soloist with orchestras and choral societies throughout the United States. The outstanding 
quality of Croxton’s voice is an unusual clearness seldom found in a voice of such low bass 
register. In his solo passages this clarity is particularly noticeable.

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GOUNOD, CHARLES-FRANCOIS. 


French dramatic and sacred composer, one of the most eminent musicians of his time. Born 
Paris, June 17, 1818, where he died October 17, 1893. In his eighteenth year Gounod entered 
the Paris Conservatory, where in the course of a few years he won many honors, finishing 
in 1839 by capturing the much coveted Prix de Rome. Gounod’s early operatic ventures 
were but moderately successful. His first great success came with ‘‘Faust’” in 1859, an 
opera which the world’over has perhaps been performed more times than any other ever 
composed. While this remains his masterpiece, his ‘‘Roméo et Juliette’? (1867) is pre- 
ferred to ‘“‘Faust” by the French people. Gounod’s later years were devoted mainly to sacred 
composition and many great works, such as the “Redemption,” testify to his activity in this 
field.

GRIEG, EDVARD HAGERUP. 


The most famous of Scandinavian composers, born in Bergen, Norway, June 15, 1843. 
Studied in the Leipzig Conservatory 1858-1862 and later in Copenhagen. Returning to 
Norway Grieg became the leader of musical activities in his native country and with the 
exception of occasional artistic journeys to Germany and England remained there until his 
death in 1907.

HANDEL, GEORG FRIEDRICH, one of the greatest composers the world has ever seen, 
was born at Halle, Lower Saxony, February 23, 1685. His father, a surgeon, knew nothing 
of art, and regarded it as a degrading pursuit, or at best, as an idle amusement. Handel’s 
first endeavors in composition took the form of Italian opera and over thirty of these works 
were eventually completed by him. Of all of these, scarcely one remains in published form 
to testify to his activity. In 1710, Handel visited England, and it was there that his great 
oratorios ‘‘The Messiah,” ‘‘Samson,’”’ “Judas Maccabaeus,” ‘‘Joshua” and “‘Acis and Galatea” 
were written and first publicly heard. Handel died in London, in 1759. (Compositions see:

HAYDN, FRANZ JOSEF. 


Born Rohrau, lower Austria, 1732; died Vienna, 1809. One of the greatest of all masters 
of melody. Much of his melodic contour is truly majestic and in his oratorios, more 
especially ‘‘The Creation,”’ he easily rivals Handel. He has often been called “the. father 
of modern orchestral music.’’ The prodigal use which he made of his gift is shown in 
the list of his compositions, which is enormous.

Born in Raiding, Hungary, October 22d, 1811. From the beginning he showed phenomenal 
gifts for the piano. At the age of 12 he was already famous in a number of European 
courts. At a memorable meeting with Beethoven he played the latter’s Trio Op. 97 without 
notes and accompaniment, to the great delight of the master. In 1835 he was the most 
formidable virtuoso in the world. The friendship between Liszt and Wagner is historic, 
and for his championing of the latter’s work the world will ever owe him a debt of gratitude.

Filina, the actress, persuades 
Wilhelm to join the troup and go to the castle. A flirtation follows which arouses the 
jealousy of Mignon, who has fallen in love with Wilhelm. As she is on the way to drown 
herself in the lake, she hears Lothario’s harp. Complications follow. Mignon puts herself 
under the protection of Lothario and in a moment of anger expresses a wish that the castle 
would burn down. Lothario, believing this will make Mignon happy, sets fire to the castle 
at a time when Mignon herself, unknown to him, is there. Wilhelm saves the life of the 
girl and becoming aware of her attachment for him, leaves Filina. 

The third act, in the palace of Lothario clears up all mysteries; including the recog- 
nition of Mignon by her father.

No other Irish singer has ever combined such ability as an actor with a voice of so much 
charm and personality. Olcott’s career as a singer commenced when, as a boy, he sang 
with Billy Emerson’s Minstrels in the Bush Street Theatre, San Franciscu. His voice showed 
so much promise that a few seasons later he went abroad to study for opera and was heard 
in London by Charles Wyndham, who engaged him to appear in a light opera, ‘‘Miss 
Hellyet.’’ In this production he attracted the attention of the American manager, August

Robin,” ‘‘The Irish Artist,’ ‘Old Limerick Town,” ‘‘A Romance of Athlone,” “Macushla, ts 
“Terence, 2a Barry. Or Ballymore” and “Shameen Dhu.” Mr. Olcott’s singing appeals 
irresistibly to ther Irish temperament and almost equally so to all who like to hear a good 
ballad well sung.

PADEREWSKI, IGNACE JAN. 

_ Born at Kurilovka, Podolia, Poland, November 6, 1860. He went on his first concert 
tour in 1876-77, and was in 1878-81 teacher of the pianoforte at the Warsaw Conservatory. 
From the time of his débuts in Vienna and Paris, his careerthas been one continued triumph. 
In May, 1890, he gave a series of pianoforte recitals in St. James’ Hall, being previously 
known in England only as the composer of the popular Minuet in G. In 1891 he made 
his first American tour. On May 29, 1901, his three-act opera, ‘‘Manru,’’ was given with 
great success in Dresden.

troupe of pagliacci, or players, is announcing the evening performance. Canio departs and 
leaves Tonio, the clown, behind, who proceeds to make love to Nedda, the wife of Canio. 
She strikes the clown with a whip and laughs at his passion. Tonio swears revenge, which 
comes all too easily as he overhears Silvio secretly urging Nedda to fly with him. Aithough 
she refuses, she admits her love for Silvio, which Tonio takes advantage of by bringing 
Canio in time to overhear the last affectionate words of Nedda. Silvio escapes before 
Canio can learn his name. Mad with anger, Canio tries to kill his wife, but is restrained 
by the other players. Nedda goes in to prepare for the evening performance and Canio 
expresses his anguish in the famous ‘“‘Ridi pagliacci,’? ‘‘Laugh, O pagliacci, for your heart 
which is broken.’’ 

Act II*finds the players’ stage upon the real stage. It appears that the farce, by strange 
‘coincidence, is a duplicate of the events which have just transpired. Canio as Punchinello 
arrives upon the stage in time to see Nedda making love—in flay—to another. In fact, her 
lines in the play are identical with her previous parting from Silvio. Canio forgets his part, 
forgets the play, remembers only his desire to learn the name of Nedda’s lover, and in a 
frenzy which carries him out of himself, he stabs her upon the stage. - At first the audience 
believes this to be marvelous acting, but as Silvio rushes upon the stage from his seat in 
the audience, and is in turn stabbed by Canio, the play is seen to be a tragedy in life. Canio 
stands dazed—the music ceases—‘‘The comedy is ended.”

Although Rigoletto is most famous for its well-known quartette and ‘‘Caro nome,” in reality 
the music throughout is Verdi at his best. Rigoletto is the hunchback jester and companion 
of the Duke of Mantua in his unprincipled adventures. Gilda, unknown to the Duke, is the 
daughter of his jester. In the guise of a young student he has met Gilda, who has fallen in 
love with him. The Duke has her abducted and brought to the palace. When Rigoletto 
reaches home and finds Gilda missing, he returns in mad rage to the palace. Gilda pleads 
for the Duke but Rigoletto is adamant, and arranges with an assassin Sparafucile to lure the 
Duke to a lonely inn through Sparafucile’s sister Maddalena. Maddalena is enamored of 
the gay Duke and pleads with Sparafucile to save him. This Sparafucile agrees to do only if 
a substitute can be found before midnight. The culminating tragedy occurs when Gilda, 
brought by her father to overhear the fickleness of her lover, resolves to save the Duke at 
the cost of her own life. She returns to the inn just before midnight and is stabbed by 
Sparafucile, who delivers her body in a sack to Rigoletto, Rigoletto, supposing the body to 
be that of the Duke, is thunderstruck on hearing the Duke singing in the distance. He 
opens the sack, discovers the body of his daughter, and collapses.

Tosca, believing she has accom- 
plished the safety of her lover, stabs Scarpia and goes to tell Mario to simulate death when 
the guns are fired. 

The execution takes place, Mario falls to the ground and not until the soldiers leave and 
Tosca tells him to rise does,she find out the tragedy. The body of Scarpia has been found, 
the officials arrive te arrest Tosca, who throws herself from the battlement of the castle 
to the ground below.

Before the curtain rises on the first act, it is necessary to know that, many years 
before, the father of the present Count di Luna had burned the mother of Azucena, an 
old gypsy, who in revenge had stolen the young brother of the Count, and at the opening of 
the story had brought up Manrico as her own son, Manrico being quite unconscious of the 
plot of the gypsy.

WAGNER, RICHARD (1813=1883). 


The most original and revolutionary genius dramatic music has yet known, towering 
like a colussus above all other dramatic composers. Wagner’s earlier works aroused open 
and secret hostility, among both critics and musicians; and his ‘‘Flying Dutchman” 
(Fliegende Hollander) precipitated a musical controversial conflict such as has no parallel 
in musical history. Gradually, however, his transcendent genius compelled recognition, 
and in 1876, in a theatre built at Bayreuth for the exclusive presentation of his works, 
he received universal homage. 

Wagner’s reforms were deep and far-reaching. In his music-dramas he gave the world 
a new musical form, which embodies the best traditions of the drama as reflected in the 
works of Shakespeare and Schiller, and of music as we know it in Beethoven and Bach.
